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Phillips Convicted For 
2nd Degree Murder 


John Paul Phillips, 26, of Grayling, was 
convicted of second degree murder on Fri- 
day, September 30, in the death of 18-year- 
old Tracy Lorraine Moon, of Grayling. 

The Otsego County Circuit Court jury 


' deliberated only 2% hours before they an- 


nounced their verdict. 

The trial took place in Otsego County 
when a change of venue was mutually 
agreed upon by both the Crawford County 
Prosecuting Attorney’s office and the de- 
fense attorney, James Deamud, of Hough- 
ton Lake. 


Phillips’ trial began Tuesday afternoon, 
September 27, following an easy jury selec- 
tion process that began Tuesday morning. 

Chief Assistant Prosecuting Attorney, 
David Sabin, who prosecuted the case, said 
that had the change of venue not been grant- 
ed, the jury selection process would have 
probably taken considerably more time to 
complete. 

Sabin reported that the case was turned 
over to the jury at 3 p.m. Friday afternoon. 
At 5 p.m. the jury requested that the judges’ 
instructions to the jury be repeated. They 
deliberated another 30 minutes before they

returned to the courtroom with their ver- 
dict. 


According to Sabin, the jury could have — 


found Phillips guilty of first degree murder, 
second degree murder or voluntary man- 
slaughter. They could have also found 
Phillips not guilty. 

“T am satisfied with the second degree 
verdict,” Sabin said. He said that he was not 
surprised that the jury did not find him 
guilty of first degree murder. 

The instructions for finding someone 
guilty of first degree murder is confusing, 
he explained. The explanation makes it 


- sound like the murder would have had to 


been planned days in advance of the actual 
crime. Sabin said that even though this is 
not accurate, the explanation is confusing 
on the issue of premeditation. 

Phillips is being housed at the Crawford 
County jail while he awaits sentencing. 

Probation Officer, David Lemmen, said 
that sentencing would take place sometime 
in the next 30 to 60 days. 

Moon was murdered on Feb. 8 in Gray- 
ling. She was seven months pregnant at the 
time of her death, and is survived by a two 
year old son.

Murder of Child 


Richard Scott Conway, 31, of South 
Branch Township, was arraigned in 83rd 
District Court on Thursday, September 29, 
on a charge of open murder in connection 
with the death of his 11-week-old daughter, 
Kati Jo Conway. 

Conway demanded preliminary examina- 
tion, but waived the 12 day rule, 

Conway’s attorney, David Anderson, from 
Lansing, requested that Conway he allowed 


‘to return to the Veteran’s Administration 


Hospital in Battle Creek where he had been 
an in-patient receiving psychiatric care 
prior to his arraignment. Conway had ad- 
mitted himself for psychiatric therapy. 


Anderson presented to Judge Francis 
Walsh a letter from Conway’s physician, Dr. 
Tanay, stating that in the doctor’s opinion 
Conway was not a danger to anyone except 


nossibly to himself, 


Prosecuting Attorney, John Huss, argued 
that because of the severity of the charge 
against Conway, and because the V.A. Hos- 
pital in Battle Creek is not a “lock-up” 
facility, that Conway be taken by Crawford 
County Sheriff officers to the Center for 
Forensic Psychiatry in Ypsilanti for further 
psychiatric examination. 

Conway was remanded by the judge to the 
Center for Forensic Psychiatry in Ypsilanti 
for psychiatric evaluation to determine 
whether he is mentally competent to stand 
trial. 

Bond was set at $75, 000 with a 10% pro- 
vision. 

The open murder charge is a result of an 
investigation by the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department into the August 5th 
death of 11-week-old Kati Jo Conway. 


Fences Haven’t Stopped 
Impact Area Trespassers 


Violations of the DNR closure orders for 
impact areas on Camp Grayling firing 
ranges are continuing, according to CPT 
Steven Seager, Operations Office at the 
Camp. 

Since Camp Grayling is an open post, 


most of its military lands can be traveled | 


and enjoyed by the public. Exceptions are 
those few areas fenced for safety, and areas 
where training is going on, said Seager. 

The fenced areas within the Range 30 and 
Range 40 Complexes, and on Range 13 com- 
prise only ten percent of the military lands. 
They are fenced for civilian safety, to pre- 
clude accidents due to the possibility of un- 
exploded ammunition, and should NEVER 
be entered, whether by vehicle or on foot, he 
explained. 

Since the closure orders were signed by 
Department: of Natural Resources Director 
David F.. Hales, the three areas have been 


fenced and locked, with copies of the closure 
order posted, and signs proclaiming that en- 
try is unlawful. Repeatedly, however, 
fences have been cut, gates dismantled, and 
entry made into these areas, 

With the approach of hunting season, 
when more sportsmen will be in the woods 
and fields, the danger to trespassers de- 
serves emphasis, said Seager. “For people 
to cut the fences and enter these danger 
areas poses a serious danger to those enter- 
ing, as well as to rescue personnel if an ac- 
cident should occur,” he said. 

“In addition to the risk,’’ said Seager, 
“when people destroy the fences, it is your 
tax dollars and mine that are spent fo repair 
the fences.” 

Because the DNR has declared the areas 
closed, violators may be issued citations by 
Conservation Officers or by fhe local 
sheriffs’ departments.

Where Should Recovered 
Logging Sled Go — 
State or County? 


By Irene Pettyjohn 

Four Crawford County divers spent most 
of last Tuesday, September 27, working to- 
gether to recover a logging sled that had 
been submerged beneath the waters of Lake 
Margrethe for possibly 80-100 years. 

Loggers used to haul wood on sleds across 
the lake during the winter. This sled ap- 
parently went through the ice. 

Before the divers were able to pull the sled 
to the Camp Grayling beach, controversy 
regarding the legal and moral ownership of 
the sled had already begun. 


As three members of the Crawford County . 


Sheriff Department’s diving team, Tim Coe, 
Todd Golnick and Scott Feldhauser, and 
diver, Bob Butzin, from the Grayling City 
Police Department, struggled to raise the 


sled ard tow it to shore with the help of Dean 
Goss in a Sheriff’s department boat; several 
Department of Natural Resources (DNR) 
employees waited on shore with a filtbed 
truck, equipped with a power winch, to take 
possession of the historical artifact. Robert 
Ruddy of the Crawford County Historical 
Society was also present. 

When the divers and Goss brought the 
logging sled to the water’s edge, the DNR 
team hoisted in into the back of their truck, 
and took it to the Hartwick Pines State 
Park. 

The logging sled was found by Tim Coe 
and Bob Butzin on September 9th while they 
were scuba diving off the Camp Grayling 
boat launching area in about 20 feet of

Commission on Aging 
Millage Request On 
November 8th Ballot 


The Commission on Aging has requested a 
.20 mili proposal be placed on the November 
8th ballot as follows: ; 

‘Shall the county of Crawford levy 1/5 
mill (.20) ad valorem tax for a period of four 
years (1989, 90, 91, 92) upon all real and 
tangible personal property within the coun- 
ty for the purpose of continuing the opera- 
tion of Crawford County Senior Citizen pro- 
grams through the Commission on Aging?” 


The .20 mill increase is needed to continue | 


the operation of all the programs provided 
by the Commission on Aging. 

While the need for services has increased 
in the county, Federal and State funding has 
not increased, says director Sherry Haag. 

“We are turning more and more to the 
millage dollars to pick up the cost differen- 
ce,” she said. 

In 1984, the millage was reduced from the 
1/2 mill to 1/4 mill due to a reorganization of 
the Commission on Aging. At that time, 
voters were told surplus funds were avail- 
able and only 1/4 mill was needed to main- 
tain the programs provided by the COA but 
if costs increased the commission would 
come back to the voters for a request to re- 
instate the 1/4 mill. That time has come, 
said Haag. 

The approved millage (.30) will generate 
approx. $60,000. The projected budget for 
1989 is $95,000. The $35,000 difference is sur- 
plus funds from previous years. In 1990, with 
the budget expected to remain the same or a 
little larger there will be no surplus funds 
available to make-up the difference.

That means cuts and reductions of ser- 
vices will be necessary if the millage is not 
passed. Waiting lists wil! develop for in- 
home services (Meals on Wheels, Home- 
making, Personal Care, etc.), staff re- 
ductions and office hour reductions could be 
necessary to reduce costs. This action could 
affect recreational activities, health pro- 
grams, insurance and financial manage 
ment assistance, information and referral 
and other activities, said Haag. 

Many people were confused by the word- 
ing on the requested millage at the Aug. 
election, she said. The .20 was not for a new 
building. The monies will be used to main- 
tain the present location and continue the 
services and programs presently establish- 
ed plus increase those needed. 

“Tf the millage is not passed in November, 
beginning in. 1990, some real decisions will 
have to be made on which services will be:

water. The divers were looking for fishing 
equipment that might have been lost during 
the winter’s ice fishing season. As the divers 
continued to search the area, they found the 
sled. Because it was buried in silt with only 
a few inches exposed, it took several dives to 
confirm the find. 

“When I first ran my hands along the hard 
smooth surface bured by several inches of 
silt,” recalled Coe, “the first thought that 
popped into my head was that J had stum- 
bled across an alien spacecraft. The wood 
was so smooth that I thought I was touching 
metal and glass.”’ 

Realizing the historical importance of 
their find, the divers felt determined to show 
to the people of Crawford County this piece 
of local history. Concerned that a fall storm, 
or winter wind and i¢e conditions could com- 
pletely bury or even cause the sled to move 
and be lost again by spring, the divers began 
to set into motion plans to raised the sled. 


: Divers from the Crawford County Sheriff

: When Coe and Butzin first discovered the 
logging sled, they had hoped, along with 
Ruddy, that the sled would be displayed at 
the Crawford County Historical Museum. 
hey were disappointed to learn that the 
itate would be taking possession; however, 
this fact did not diminish the pride each 
diver involved in the project felt about his 
accomplishment. Coe said that he would be 
satisfied as long as the artifact remained in 
Crawford County and that the sled was not 
separated or improperly preserved. 


‘ Coe said that the front runners, tongue 
and pieces of leather he suspects to be parts 
of the harness are still underwater about 
five feet from where they found the main 
sled structure. The diving team is formu- 
lating plans to recover these remaining 


. pieces, which will complete the find. The 


divers speculated that because the harness 
and front runners were located near the 
sled, the entire team of horses pulling the 
sled may have went through the ice. 

: Ruddy was disappointed to learn of the 
State’s intention to take possession of the 
sled. 

: “I do not dispute the State’s legal rights to 
the logging sled,” Ruddy stated, ‘‘but I do 
question their moral rights.’’ Ruddy ex- 
plained that the artifact is part of Crawford 
County’s history. He said that the County’s 
museum is continuously trying to gather 
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and preserve bits and pieces of Crawford 
County history for future generations. ‘‘The 
logging sled,’’ he said, “‘is a piece of our his- 
tory that the Museum is missing.” He said 
that it would mean a great deal to the Coun- 
ty to have the State relinquish their claim on 
the recently recovered logging sled and 
return it to where he believesit belongs. 

The Crawford County Board of Commis- 
sioners are in total agreement with Ruddy’s 
statement and at their Thursday, Septem- 
ber 29, meeting voted unanimously to con- 
tact the offices of Ralph Ostling and Connie 
Binsfeld and request their assistance in 
having the sled returned to Crawford Coun- 


ty. 


Robert Bacon, manager of the Hartwick 
Pines State Park, stated that the Secretary 
of States Office, Historical Division, was in 
charge of the logging sled, as it is for all his- 
torical artifacts. He said that he had been in 
contact with James Schultz, from the his- 
torical division, and that preserving the sled 
properly was a time consuming and expen- 
sive process. 

The preservation process involves the 


daily. submersion or daily application. of... 


poly-glyfenol to the surface of the wood for 
approximately one year. Schultz said that if 
this process does not begin immediately, the 
sled will begin to rot. 

Schultz said that the State was currently 
looking at a couple of options regarding the 
sled. One option is to discard the original 
wood and use the existing hardware and 
new wood to rebuild the sled. The second op- 
tion they are considering is to return the 
sled to the lake bottom. When the divers 
pulled the sled out they said the wood felt 
very solid. Bacon said the wood was already’ 
showing signs of rotting. 

Bacon said that for the time being the 
park personnel will keep the sted outside 
and wet. He expects a decision on the sled 
sometime in the next week to ten days. 


The controversy over where the logging 

sled should be housed has Bacon confused. 
He stated that Hartwick Pines is a logging 
museum which has approximately 200,000 
visitors annually. He said that as long as the 
sled remains in Crawford County, he does 
not feel it matters where it is located. 
- Ruddy on the other hand believes that the 
sled belongs at the Crawford County Histor- 
ical Museum. He said that Hartwick Pines 
has several logging sleds, but that he ts not 
sure where they came from. He knows 
where the sled from Lake Margrethe came 
from, and who spent the time and energy to 
find and recover it. 

“Tt should belong to the people of Craw- 
ford County, and be preserved for future 
generations at our museum,” Ruddy stated. 
“My only hope is that we can somehow 
make the State of Michigan agree with us.”

one year or more, or to result 
in death. Disability benefits 
can be paid to the eligible 
worker and to his or her de- 
pendents. Recent work 
credits are needed for eligi- 
bility; the number of credits 
needed depends on the work- 
er’s age at the time the dis- 
ability begins. 

After receiving disability 
benefits for 24 months, the 
worker becomes entitled to 
Medicare to help with hos- 
pital and doctor bills. 

Survivor benefits are also 
payable to the family of a 
worker who dies after work- 
ing long enough under Social 
Security and earning the 
necessary credits. 


It’s important that young 
workers keep in mind this 
valuable coverage when 
doing any financial plan- 
ning. In fact, it’s a good idea 
for working individuals to 
check their Social Security 
earnings records every three 
years to make sure earnings 
are being credited properly. 
Using the same request 
form, available from Social 
Security or from your Post 
Office, you can also obtain 
an estimate of benefits pay- 
able on your record in the 
event of retirement, dis- 
ability, or death.

Chapter Formed Against 
Tax-Funded Abortions 


Dear Jon: 
Currently a number of citi- 


‘zens are forming a local 


chapter of the Michigan 
Committee to End Tax- 
Funded Abortions. Many of 
us believe some six million 
of our tax dollars could be 
used for a more socially re- 
deeming purpose than the 


aborting of nearly 19,000 


babies per year. Michigan is 
one of 14 states left which 
still. pays for welfare 
abortions. Statistics show 
that free abortions mean 
more abortions with 10% of 
the women having up to 3 or 
4 abortions per year instead 
of using free birth control. 

Those who benefit most 
from these tax dollars are 
the “doctors” performing 
abortions, one of whom 
records indicate received 
$453,440 of our tax dollars in 
1985 to perform 3,448 
abortions. It appears the 
poor are being exploited at 
taxpayer expense since their 
abortion rate is 2% times 
greater than the general 
population. 

The arguments often used 
to defend welfare abortions 
are questionable. In 36 states 
where welfare, abortions 
have been stopped, 80% of 
eligible women still had 
abortions using private 
funds. The other 20% either 
used birth control or carried 
their babies to term. The 
cruel and inhuman state- 
ment often heard, “it is 


cheaper to kill them than to 
feed them.” is also proven 
false in a study of welfare 
costs in Ohio and Georgia af- 
ter the cutoff of tax dollars 
for Medicaid abortions. Pro- 
fessor Jacqueline Kasun, 
Ph.D., economist, Humboldt 
State University stated in 
the Wall Street Journal, 
“Government-funded abor- 
tion provides no cost-savings 
to the public.” ‘ 

There is also a violation of 
the conscience and express- 
ed will of millions of citizens 
in Michigan, who are being 
forced to pay for actions in- 
volving other human beings 
which polls indicate they dis- 
approve of. Tax monies are 
used to abort babies up to a 
full nine months, and even 
involving at times minor 
children without parent’s 
knowledge or consent. 

The Supreme Court has 
ruled that taxpayers cannot 
be required to pay for Medi- 
caid abortions. The 
Michigan iegisiature has re- 
peatedly tried to carry out 
the will of the people in this 
matter, onty to face 17 dif- 
ferent vetoes by governors 
Milliken and Blanchard. The 
Committee to End Tax- 
Funded Abortions will be 
contacting local citizens and 
reminding them to vote 
“yes” on Proposal A Novem- 
ber 8th if they wish to end tax 
paid abortions.

Property Taxes Outpace 
Inflation in Last Decade 


Higher school taxes caused property tax 
revenues to outpace inflation over the past 
decade, although the increase in all proper- 
ty taxes in 1982-86 was the smallest for any 
four-year period since 1939-43, the Depart- 
ment of Treasury reported recently. 

The report by the Taxation and Economic 
Police Office also noted property taxes as a 
percent of personal income have been de- 
clining sharply since the 1980-82 recession to 
where the 1986 rate of 4.33 percent equalled 
the prior low-point during the last 10 years 
set in 1978. 

“We have slowed the growth of property 
taxes over the past few years, but local 
governments are still very dependent on 
property taxes as a source of revenue,” 
Treasurer Robert Bowman said. He said ‘‘a 
lot of work’? must be done to relieve that 
burden. 

Property taxes increased at a quickening 
rate over the past three years, when 
measured against inflation following an in- 
flation-adjusted decline in 1983, and in 1986 
alone, outpaced inflation by 3.2 percent, the 
report said. 

It noted the 1986 increase was due to a 
growth in property value of 3.4 percent in 
conjunction with a tax rate increase of 1.2 
percent. . 

The revenue growth over the 1976-86 
period was 3.7 percent higher than inflation. 

The nominal growth in property taxes in 
the 1982-86 period was 13.1 percent. School 
millages were the only segment of local tax 
rates to increase over the 1976-86 decade, 
with the average of 38.65 mills 9.9 percent 
higher than the rate 10 years earlier.

Great Debate sort of stand-off 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN and Stephen Doug- 
las can rest easily in their graves. 

On the basis of the first presidential de- 
bate of 1988, Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Douglas 
can still be considered as representing the 
pinnacle of political debating. 

Vice President George Bush and Gov. 
Michael Dukakis flailed away at each other 
during their late-September campaign de- 
bate, largely reinforcing already pre- 
conceived notions of Bush-backers that the 
vice president is their man, and Dukakis- 
backers that the governor is their man. 

As for the undecided, it seemed to be pret- 
ty much a draw. Bush backers contend their 
man attracted some new people; Dukakis 
backers said the same about their candi- 
date. 

Campus-type debate purists generally ac- 
corded Mr. Dukakis more points; non-align- 
ed pollsters generally felt Mr. Bush made a 
few more points. 

All in all, it was sort-of a standoff.... which 
is not too bad for either one.

PERSONALLY, | thought Mr. Bush came 
off just a smidgeon better. 

The vice president displayed more 
passion (to use a favorite debate word); he 
seemed more wrapped up in his case and in 
his answers. Mr. Dukakis, on the other 
hand, seemed at most times to be the auto- 
maton which his detractors see and his 
backers dread. 

Both attempted humor, largely at the per- 
sonal expense of the other. Mr, Bush seemed 
to come off better in this category. Hard as 
he tried, Mr. Dukakis’ smile fell a bit short; 
it came out as more of a smirk than a smile. 

Mr. Dukakis seemed to be in complete 
command of himself (a plus for him, in most 
cases).

Mr. Dukakis’ closing was tight, 
well-organized and direct; he scored on that 
one. 

Both candidates dragged in supporters 
not personally involved in the campaign. 
Mr. Bush drew help from his 10-year-old 
granddaughter who should be protected 
from X-rated movies, and Mr. Dukakis (in 
addition to his immigrant parents, again) 
called upon a Houston little leaguer benched 
because of lack of insurance. 

THERE ARE still a lot of loose ends in 
this campaign, and the first debate did little 
to clear them up. 

The campaign has been criticized as being 


_ too personal, too petty, too dirty; the debate 


added to that impression. Both candidates 
contend it is only citing the record of the 
other, and there’s some truth and even some 
logic in this. Mr. Bush has been setting the 
pace in this category so far, but Mr. Dukakis 
picked up the gauntlet and even increased 
the tempo a bit in the joint appearance. : 

Where are the positives? Where are the 
issues? Where are the future-looking plat- 
forms? 

The personal and petty side of the cam- 
paign so predominates that when either 
candidate tries to step above the mire and 
reach for the heavens with views of the 
future and promises of the good things that 
lie ahead, it comes out instead as just so 
mutch banality. 

If the entire election were to be decided by 
this one joint appearance, it would still be up 
in the air.

PROBATE 
IN PERSPECTIVE

A WILL is a document containing your wishes and de- 
sires about what will happen to your property after you die. 
By leaving a Will, you are exercising your right to deter- 
mine who receives what share of your assets. Without a 
Will, your property will pass as directed by the State laws 
which will distribute your estate according to a formula 
based on people’s family relationship to you. Under either 
of these circumstances, your estate will have to go to Pro- 
bate Court. 

The only way to avoid Probate is to place all your 
property in joint ownership or joint tenancy so that after 
one owner dies, the other owner or joint tenant automati- 
cally owns all. Sounds simple and can be useful, as in a 
husband-wife situation. But it could create problems in- 
stead of selving them. For example, when real estate is 
placed in two or more names, all persons named must agree 
if the property is to be sold. The person creating joint 
ownership of property, gives up complete control of their 
property. 

Alt adults should have Wills. You may think your estate 
is not that big, but whatever you have, you want it to be 
used in the best way possible for your family or friends. Cer- 
tainly when you have minor children, it is important to 
designate in your Will who would be your choice as to a 
Guardian of your minor children upon your death,

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Bear’s Country Inn Becomes Local Success Story 


Barry McClanahan is an 
exceptional young entrepre- 
neur. By the time McClana- 
han was 23 years of age he 
had worked in an Indiana 
foundry, as a finish carpen- 
ter, for the DNR Fisheries 
Division, on a seismographic 


crew for an oil company, 
owned his own construction 
company, and finally opened 
his own restaurant, Bear’s 
Country Inn. Barry has also 
spent 742 years with the 
Michigan National Guard. 
McClanahan owns the

business with his wife 
Marilyn (nee Latusek) and 
his parents, Ray and Treva 
McClanahan. 

Treva McClanahan has 
spent 39 years in the food 
service business. 

The MecClanahans _ pur- 
chased the business in 
December of 1982 from Curly 
LaMotte. Barry immediate- 
ly gutted the restaurant, and 
reusing many of the 
materials began to remodel 
the business on a shoestring 
budget. Besides the remode]- 
ing the McClanahans had to 
purchase a few pieces of 
equipment, and some basic 
restaurant necessities like 
pots and pans. 

To show their gratitude to 
the special people in the 
community who helped them 
get started, Barry and his 
partners prepared a feast, 
and invited each to a pre- 
opening dinner party. The 
new Bear’s Country Inn staff 
served the meal. Among 
those invited was Jack Alef 
from the Grayling State 
Bank, Curly LaMotte who 
believed in Barry, and ac- 


cepted his business offer, 


and several owners of local 
businesses’ who extended 
credit when credit was 
needed, 

Bear’s Country Inn, so 
named after Barry’s nick- 
name “Bear’’, opened in late 


February, just days after the 
birth of Barry Kurtis, ‘‘little 
Bear”, Barry and Marilyn’s 
son. By this time the shoe- 
string had become so tight, 
that Barry had to borrow 
$300 from his mother to use 
to make change in the cash 
register on opening day. 

When Bear’s Country Inn 
opened, the restaurant could 
seat 48 people. In the spring 
of 1984 Barry began building 
the large dining room, which 
increased their seating capa- 
city to 112 customers. In 1987 
Barry added the new kit- 
chen. Eventually the base- 
ment apartment was con- 
verted into a private dining 
room which Bear’s offers for 
small parties and banquets 
(rent free if Bear's is con- 
tracted to cater the party.) 
The room is also used by 
several community groups 
as their monthly meeting 
room. 

Other business improve- 
ments included enlarging 
and improving the parking 
facility. 

The catering portion of the 
business started off slowly, 
but has grown until now it 
provides for approximately 
30% of Bear’s business. 
Barry stated that Bear’s 
Country Inn’s ability to cater 
for large groups has helped

This is the time of year 
when everyone starts getting 
their homes ready for the 
long, cold winter months 
ahead. There is painting, 
caulking, re-roofing, and a 
host of other chores to be 
done. Thousands of seniors 
will be looking for contrac- 
tors and/or handymen to help 
or do all the jobs for them. 
Sadly, many unscrupulous 
businesses prey on supposed- 
ly ‘‘naive’’ senior citizens. 

Just about every television 
station has some sort of con- 
sumer watchdog, and if you 
watch their reports you’ll be 
surprised how many elderly 
people have been ‘‘taken to 
the cleaners.’? Don’t you be 
one of them! When looking 
for contractors, ask for /ocal 
references, and check out 
every single one. If possible, 
gO in person so you can actu- 
ally see the work that was 
done. Remember, however, 
that a contractor is not likely 
to give you the name of an 
unsatisfied customer. But you 


can ask questions concerning 
the contractor’s work ethic, 
how much he paid attention 
to details, and if he finished 
the job when promised. 

Next, talk to the Better 
Business Bureau and your 
state’s Attorney General’s 
office. [f there have been any 
complaints, they will have 
them on file, If at all possible, 
try to stay with a contractor 
or handyman that has been 
in business, i pour town, for 
atleast five years, Although 
this won’t guarantee good 
work at a reasonable price, 
it is still much safer. If some- 
one knocks on your door and 
asks for unsolicited work be- 
cause he ‘‘has materials left 
over from a job he just. fin- 
ished down the street,’’ close 
your door as quickly as you 
can. 

Finally, read anything you 
must sign very carefully. 
Make sure you understand 
your rights concerning work 
you’re not satisfied with, the 
terms of payment, etc, Never 
pay in advance.

Jesus 
then contrasts the false reli- 
gious hirelings who claim to 
be shepherds of the sheep. 

- “But he that is an hireling, 
and not the shepherd, whose 
own the sheep are not, seeth 
the wolf coming, and leaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth: and 
the wolf catcheth them, ant 
scattereth the sheep. The 
hireling fleeth, because he is 
an hireling, and careth not . 
for the sheep.”’ (John 10:12, 
13). The wolf pictures Satan 
and his false leaders. (Mat- 
thew 7:15 & Acts 20:28-30). 
Hirelings are pastors who 
work only for the money, and 
care not for the people.

The comment is often heard that people do 
not like to prepare Chinese dishes because 
they require so many ingredients. Here is a 
simple, delicious pork roast that requires 
little preparation. This is made with a boned 
loin (be sure to save the bones; they make 
excellent soup) and should be baked in a 
deep ovenproof bowl or casserole lined with 
foil, since it is baked in the marinade at a 
high temperature and the marinade has a 
tendency to spatter. 


Chinese Roast Pork 

3 lb. loin of pork, boned and fat removed 
1/4. soy sauce 

4 tbsp. brown sugar 

2 tbsp rice wine or sherry 

1” piece of fresh ginger, peeled and sliced 

If the meat is very thick, slice in half 
lengthwise. Combine marinade ingredients, 
add pork and let set four hours, basting fre- 
quently. Put the meat into the prepared pan 
with the marinade and roast 10 minutes at 
375°. Turn meat over and increase heat to 
450° and roast about 40 minutes, basting fre- 
quently, or until pork is tender. Do not over- 
cook; with the modern methods of raising 
pigs there is virtually no danger of contract- 
ing a disease from pork so it need not be 
cooked until dry. This roast will be crisp on 
the outside and juicy in the middle. Makesa 
about six servings. 

Pickles require a lot of time to prepare the 
vegetables, but almost no preparation time. 
These are fresh pickles and must be refrig- 
erated, but they stay crisp and delicious.

Combine first four ingredients in sauce- 
pan ane stir until liquid boils. Remove from 
heat and allow to cool. Pare carrots and 
daikon and cut into ‘‘matchstick”’ thin strips 
about 2 inches long. Cut cucumber in half 
lengthwise and remove seeds. Cut into same 
size pieces as the carrots. Cut celery into 1/2 
inch diagonal slices. Cut onions into 1/4 inch 
diagonal slices. Pare ginger root and cut in- 
to thin slices. Seed peppers and cut into 1/2 
inch cubes. Bring about 5 quarts of water to 
a boil and add vegetables. Remove from 
heat and let stand 2 minutes. Drain vege- 
tables and spread out on a towel to dry for 2- 
3 hours. Pack vegetables in jars with lids, 
cover with cold pickling liquid, and store in 
refrigerator about a week before using. 
Broccoli stems and kohlrabi can also be 
used in this recipe. 
- Traditionally, the Chinese people do not 
eat desserts as we know them; however, 
they do like sweets. 


Sesame Peanut Candy 

2c. water 

1/3 c. white vinegar . 

4tsp. water 

1/2 c. sesame seeds, toasted 

1% c. roasted unsalted skinless peanuts 

(about 8 oz, ) 

To toast sesame seeds, sprinkle into a 
baking pan and bake at 350° until golden, 
about 5 minutes; watch them carefully. 
Combine sugar, vinegar and water in sauce- 
nan and cook, stirring, only until sugar dis- 
solves. Cook without stirring until mixture 
is golden and reaches 205-300° on a candy. 
thermometer, about 10 minutes. Meanwhile, 
grease a 7.x 11 inch baking pan, sprinkle 
with half the sesame seeds and all the 
peanuts. Pour cooked sugar mixture over 
nuts, smooth with the back of a wooden 
spoon, then sprinkle with remaining sesame 
seeds. While candy is still warm, cut it into 2 
x linch pieces. Makes 242-3 dozen pieces.

state. The hours for hunting 
woodcock are from sunrise 
to sunset. Wild turkey may 
be hunted from 5:30 a.m. to 
4:00 p.m. 

‘What all of this means is 
that if one kills a particular 
animal outside of legal hunt- 
ing hours, he in fact killed it 
during the closed season, 
and is liable for any penal- 
ties which the law  pre- 


scribes. Since the exact time 
of sunrise and sunset varies 
from day to day, hunters 
must be aware of these 
changes. 

Reminder: All of the 
Lower Peninsular is closed 
to the use of lead shot for the 
hunting of ducks, geese, 
mergansers, coots, galli- 
nules, rails and snipe. Non- 
toxic steel shot is required. 
Certain parts of the Upper 
Peninsula also have a steel 
shot requirement this year. 
Next year, the lead shot ban 
will be statewide.

Shower Problems 


Since there are at least five showers taken every day in our 
house, it goes without saying that we have drain problems, 
Every time I call a plumber, it takes him about five minutes 
to clear the drain, then I’m socked with a whopping bill. If I 
were to purchase a spring like his, how much of a problem 
will [have doing it myself? 

You shouldn’t have any problems at all. lam assuming 
that you have a trip lever waste in your bathtub, which is the 
little handle you flip to fill up the tub with water. Take out 
the two screws holding the cover and the handle, and 
carefully remove the assembly. There will be a long rod 
attached to the back of the handie, and some sort of plunger 
at the end of the rod. Also notice that there will be some type 
of O-ring or large rubber washer in between the overflow 
pipe and the tub itself. Take care not to lose it—it can fall 
down between the overflow pipe and the tub. 

After you've removed the trip lever, slide the spring down 
the overflow pipe until you feel it hit an obstacle—that’s the 
trap. Gently turn the sprirg while pushing down so the 
spring can work itself through the trap. Once you feel the 
spring go through, spin it in the opposite direction while 
pulling it out of the pipe. If the spring should happen to turn 
into the bathtub drain instead of going through the trap, 
back up and start over. After you’ve removed the obstruc- 
tion, replace the trip lever the same way you removed it, and 
make sure that the O-ring ts in place when you replace the 
two screws.
